G.S.R. 1015, — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (1) of section 24 of the High Court Judges (Conditions

1. (I) These rules may be called the High Court Judges 
(Amendment) Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 
1st day of October, 1974. 

2. In the High Court Judges Rules, 1956, after rule 2, the 
following rules shall be inserted, namely : — . 

“2A, Residence of Judges— Each Judge who avails himself of 
the use of an official residence, shall be entitled without pay- 
ment of rent to the use of a furnished residence throughout 
his term of office and for a period of one month immediately 
thereafter, and no charge shall fall on the Judge personally 
in feapect of the maintenance of such residence. This conces- 
sion shall also be admissible to the members of the family of 
a Judge, who dies while in service, for a period of ono month 
immediately after his death, 


Explanation — For the purposes of this* rule and rules 2B 
and 2C — fal “Official residence” means an accommodation 
owned, or taken on hire by requisition or otherwise, by Govern- 
ment and ullotled to a Judge free of rent ; (b) "maintenance", 
in relation to an official residence, includes the payment of 
local rates and taxes but excludes the charge;? on account of 
water and electricity consumed which ahall be borne by the 
Judge himself. 

2R. S ( 'nle for free furnishings — The value of furnishings 
(including electrical appliances) provided free of rent in an 
official residence allotted and under section 22-A of the Act 
shall not exceed — , 

(a) in the case of an official residence allotted to a Chief 
Justice of a High Court twenty-two thousand and 
five hundred rupees ; 

(b) in the case of an official residence allotted to a 
Judge of a High Court eighteen thousand rupees. 

2C. Rent for over-utay — (1) Where a Judge occupies an 
official residence beyond the period specified in rule 2-A, he 
shall be liable to pay for the period of over-stay, rent and 
other charges, in respect of such over-stay calculated in ac- 
cordance with the rules applicable in this behalf to the mem- 
bers of the Indian Administrative Service holding the rank of 
Secretary to the Government of the State or the Union Terri- 
tory, as the case may be. In which the principal seat of the 
High Court is situated, 

(2) Where the members of the family of a Judge, who dies 
while in service, occupy an official residence beyond the 
period specified in rule 2-A, they shall be liable to pay for 
the period of over-stay rent and other charges, in respect of 
such over-stay, calculated in accordance with the rules appli- 
cable in this behalf lo the members of the Indian Adminiutra- 
livc Service holding the rank of Secretary to the Government 
of the State or the Union territory, as the cane may be, in 
which the principal seat of the High Court is situated. 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

Section 22-A of the High Court Judges (Conditions oft 
Service) Act, 1954, provides that every Judge shall be entitled 
without payment of rent to the use of an official residence in 
accordance with such rules, as may, from time to time be 
made in this behalf, Section 22-A was inserted in the principal 
Act by the High Court Judges (Conditions of Service) Amend- 
ment Act, 1976, Section 22-A of the Act was given retrospec- 
tive effect from 1-10-1974. Therefore the rules made under 
Section 22-A of the Act have been promulgated with retros- 
pective effect from 1-10-74. 

2. No Judge is likely to be affected adversely by retrospective 
effect being given to (he High Court Judges (Amendment) 
Rules, 1979.

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Central Health Education Bureau, Deputy Assis- 
tant Director General (DHE) (Non-Medical) (Group ‘A’ 
post) Recruitment Rules 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.— The 
number of post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule 
annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tion etc. — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 


4, Disqualification. — No person,- 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living ; or

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and that 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5, Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons.
